Care sho uld he taken that the 
clay do es no t beco me dry befo re 
planting. 
It is impo rtant to set 
the plants a little deeper than 
they were befo re.

deep, ho wev er, the bark o f the 
burled stems wo uld be injured 
and gro wth wo uld be cheeked 
until new ro o ts fo rmed nearer 
the surface.

Because more milk would bo pro- i 
duced in th e w a r and calv es would ii 
be raised ch eaper, fanners find it most 
profitable to h av e th eir cows fresh en 
in th e fall month s. 
Th e cow giv es a large flow of milk 
a t th e beginning of flu* period of lac­ 
tation. 
In th e spring th e milk yield, 
wh ich gradually falls off. is suddenly 
increased wh en th e cow is turned on 
fresh pasture. 
Calv es h orn In th e fall need mainly 
milk and eat little grain during th e 
period of winter feeding. Wh en spring 
comes th ey are ready to h e turned on 
pasture. Spring calv es consume milk 
and 
g ra in during th e ch eap pasture J 
season and require th e same h igh - 
priced feeds during th e following win­ 
ter, wh en th ey are older nr: ! th us eat 
more. Th e fall-born calf at th e same 
age needs only pasture. 
At th e Oh io experiment station some 
calv es h orn in th e fall were raised for 
about $5 less th an oth ers born in th e 
spring. 
Under av erage farm condi­ 
tions th is difference would h e ev en 
greater, as no grain would be fed to 
fall-born 
calv es 
on 
pasture,
